Farmer s Cost 
Nigh. But lie's 
Still Ahead 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2 — The 
current inflationary “ shoot-the- 
chute” rode the cost of farm liv­ 
ing to the highest point in his­ 
tory by mid-December. 
The Agriculture 
D epartm ent 
says that the 
index 
of prices 
paid by farm ers for living and 
producing expenses on Dec. 15 
was more than one percent high­ 
er than it was a month earlier. 
That puts the cost of living on 
a farm five percent higher than 
just before the Korean w ar broke 
out and eight percent h i g h e r 
than a year ago. 
But, the higher living-pro- 
riurtion costs compared to a 
four percent increase in prices 
farmers receive show that the­ 
oretically farmers are still in a 
favored position. 
That is shown by the status of 
the parity ration as of Dec. 15. 
The parity ration went up three 
points from 
mid-November to 
Dec. 15. It now stands at 108, 
com pared with the record high 
of 122 reached in October, 1946.

These four generating stations are performing the great task of meeting today’s 


fast-growing demands. But we plan even better service tomorrow. Construction 


has already started on a third generator at the Poston plant, to be in service 


in 1951. A fourth generator is planned for 1953. Provisions have already been 


made to provide still further expansion in the next three years . . . additional 


transmission lines . . . additional circuit lines . . . new sub-stations at Chillicothe, 


Circleville and Columbus . . . extensive additions and improvements to the 


distribution system.
